CHAPTER 61.

[Published March 1, 1860.]
AN ACT to extend the time for the collestion of the state and county
taxes in the city of Janesville.
The Petg»lo of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembdly, do enact as follows :

SxerroN 1. The time for the collection and return of
the State and county taxes in the city of Janesville, Rock
county, is hereby extended until the first day of April, A.
D. 1860, and the tax warrant now in the hands of the
city treasurer, shall be of full force until the said first
day of April, A. D. 1860, for all the purpeses of collect-
in% levy'ng, distress, and sale, and returning said taxes.

B0, 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 62.
[ Published March 2,'1860.]
AN ACT concerning the terms of court in the fourth judicial circuit.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, reprdsented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : :

SecrioN 1. The cireuit courts for the fourth judicial -
circuit shall be holden as follows : In the county of She-
boygan, on the first Monday in June and the first Mon-
day in December in each year; in the county of Calu-
met, on the third Monday in June, and the third Monday
in December, of each year; in the county of Manituwoc,
on the fourth Monday in April, and the fourth Monday
in Qctober, of each year; in the county of Kewaunee,
on the fourth Monday in July, and the fourth Mondal)" in
January, of each year; in the county of Fond du Lac,
on the first Monday in February, the second Monday in
May, and the second Monday in October, of each year;
Provided, that the next term, hereafter, in Fond du Lac
county, shall be holden on the fourth Monday in March,
and tge next term thereafter, on the fourth Monday in
September next. ‘
